PEACEMONGERS 
GO TO WAR 


The cold war in Korea has 
moved from words to deeds, 
from endless speeches and 
propaganda to armed force, 
The democracies went a long 
way toward winning the war 
of words, both in quantity and 
quality. Now, a few days 
after Mr. Dulles had express- 
ed increased confidence in 
the future of the “Korean 
nation,” the Communists from 
the North are invading the 
Southern . Republic in full 
force. It was planned, no 
doubt, long ago. The plan has 
now been put into action un- 
der cover of an_ intensive 
worldwide peace campaign

The post-war Ust of purges is 
rapidly growing. Many have gone 
alrendy. With or without “con- 
fessions” they -went to their 
dcnths. The world remembers last 
yenr'’s monster “trial against the 
Hero of Hungarinn Communists 
and former Forclgn Minister, 
Laszlo Rajk. ,Soon after him, one 
of the oldest, most fanaticat (and 
most dolised). Bulgarian Com- 
munists, Traclchov Kostov,- met 
with the same: fate. . 

(In this case, one, remembers, 
“confession of guilt” could not be 
produced until the hangman hod 
reported that justice had been 
done.) ‘ 

Who is next? Next on the list 
for a pollticat show trial is another 
well-known Cominform leader 
(and until quite recently o person 
of some conspquence)—the former’ 
Czechoslovak Foreign Minister 
and successor of Jan Masaryk, Dr. 
Viadimir Clementis. : 


Shrewd: politician - 

As Czechoslovakla’s United Na- 
tions representative, Dr, Cleméntis 
earned international recognition as 
a shrewd politician. As a Slovak 
and life-long Communist he held 
ao key-pdsition in the new Com- 
munist regime. A few weeks ogo, 
a curt Government announcement 
stated that the Forelgn Minister, 
Dr. Clementis, had been relieved 
of his dutles. 

At the moment, Dr. Clementis 
is held prisoner in an old castle in 
the remote Tatra mountains near 
Jnvorina—a former property of 
Prince Hohenlohe. ~ 

What will be his fate? That of 
Trotsky or that of Rajk and Kos- 
tov—or merely of Poland's veteran 
Communist Wladislav . Gomulka? 
It is diMcywlt to predict but it 
doesn't lop&.as if Dr. Clementls’ 
llfe were & much better insurance 
risk that of Gomulka and 
many others, A Clomentis trial 
now seems a certainty. oe 

Why? Well, there have been 

certain indications pointing clearly 
In that direction. The Communist 
technique of “purging” has shaken 
down to o rigid pattern. Those 
who have studied It, can now. read 
it like an open book,—or perhaps 
one should say, can decipher it 
with. no more trouble than a 
scholar deciphers Egyptian hicro- 
glyphs. 
China. If the forces of the 
Republic are prepared to 
fight and fight hard for their 
cause and their freedom, this 
invasion can be defeated, and 
time gained for aid that could 
then be afforded. them. The 
speed of the invaders’ ad- 
vance. indicates that they are 
out__to_conquer__the._whole 
country so swiftly as to ren- 
der any aid from outside im- 
possible. .—-— _. 

‘Behind the civil. war in 
China, as in the case of. 
Korea, lay the two great pro- 
tagonists of the world cold 
war. Both sides in China 
received ‘aid from _ their 
friends and allies, but direct 
intervention was avoided. 
The battle was fought out on 
a domestic ‘basis, issues of 
prestige and of politica af- 
filiations notwithstanding. It 
was settled by .the supreme 
test of war, which the Com- 
munists passed- and the Na- 
tlonalists did ‘not. 

The two problems are not 
on all fours, however. Nation- 
alist China was one of the 
Powers that created the Unit- 
ed Nations. South Korea, on 
the contrary, was practically 
a creation of the United 
Nations, or it was under its 
auspices that the elections 
were held and the South 
Korean Government ‘estab- 
lished. The’ , international 
position is therefore radically 
differertt, and-:. the respon- 
sibility of the United Nations 
clear: far clearer, in fact, than 
was that of the old: League of 
Nations‘ when. . confronted 
with Japanese action in 
Manchuria two Uecades ago.

Surviving defenders of such out- 
moded notions os national self- 
determination have consequently 
become “enemies of progress" and 
these must be, ipso facto, “enemies 
of the Sovidt Fatherland”, In the 
eyes of the Soviet Government 
they have become - dangerous 
“bourgeols nationalists” who-—as 
Siroky sald in his speech—want 
to solvo nationality problems as 
an all-national probiem, jointly 
with the old bourgeolsie and not 
in alliance with the proletariat of 
the former ruling nation.”

And that is Dr. Clementis’ reat| 


crime! He remained a Slovak at 
heart, even to the extent of de- 
fending,Slovak interests in alliance 
with non-Communist Slovaks 
against the demands of the new 
totalitarian Centralism.
